By ELMER C. WALZER 
(United Press Financial Editor) 
New York, March 13.—A free-for-all 
battle in the steel industry appeared 
certain today with the announcement 
that directors of the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation and Youngstown Sheet A 
Trust Company had approved 
plans 
for a billion dollar merger. 
Approval was announced after board 
meetings held here by the Bethlehem 
Corporation and in Youngstown. Ohio, 
by the Youngstown company. 
A ape 
cia! meeting of Youngstown stockhold­ 
ers was called for April 8, to either 
consum m ate or reject the consolida­ 
tion plans. 
Soon after announcement was made 
of the directors’ action came word of 
opposition to the project. 
This oppo­ 
sition revolves around the fact that 
the m erger would create an organiza 
tion capable of producing approxim­ 
ately 13,000,000 tons ingot 
annually, 
making it the second largest steel pro 
ducer in the country. 
W hat this merger would 
do 
for 
Bethlehem, it could do for Republic 
Steel Corporation, a company recently 
formed through a series of 
acquisi­ 
tions and a factor in 
the 
industry. 
Hence, Republic is casting 
longing 
eyes toward the Youngstown company 
Cyrus S. Eaton, Cleveland financier, 
who was a factor in the development 
of Republic, is said to control 20 per 
cent of the Youngstown company’s 
voting stock and to have the support 
of other large stockholders. Eaton and 
his associates asked the directors for 
more time to think over the Bethle­ 
hem Youngstown merger but this was 
denied by action of the boards. 
As a result of this, the Eaton group 
announced from Cleveland 
that

would immediately start

to

Bethlehem-Youngstown 
merger. 
The announcement said a 
proxy committee representing Youngs­ 
town and Cleveland interests would be 
organized to fight the project and that 
it would start its bid for proxies. 
Undaunted, however, by the tem por­ 
ary setback occasioned by the action 
of the Youngstown-Bethlehem direc­ 
tors, the Republic 
Company 
moved 
ahead in its effort to maintain and 
increase its present prestige.

ITALY INSISTED UPON A NAVAL 
EQUALITY WITH FRENCH 
DEMANDS

london, March IS.—*Refusal of tho 
j rawer* to guarantee Franc* Mcurity 
on the seas in return for reduction of 
her naval requirement*, and th* in­ 
sistence of Italy upon naval equality 
with France, were viewed

having definitely ended hope of at­ 
taining 
the 
major objects 
of

London naval conference. 
Foreign Minister Aristide Briand's 
declaration that he believed the work 
of the conference would b« concluded 
next week or at the beginning of th* 
following week, together with hi* an­ 
nouncement that he would return to 
Paris when Premier Andre Tardieu 
takes up the negotiations In London, 
have thrown a pessimistic cloud over 
the conference. 
Briand's announcement that a se­ 
curity pact such aa France set up aa 
a bargain in return for reduction of 
her navy was impossible at the pres­ 
ent conference occasioned HUI* sur­ 
prise. 
Throughout the negotiations 
the United States delegation has firm­ 
ly adhered to the stand that America’ 
would participate In no such pact, and 
it has been generally understood that 
Great Britain was opposed to entering 
Into any Mediterranean treaty baaed 
on the lines of 
the 
Locarno 
pact, 
which was another primary demand 
of the French delegation. 
Two hopea remain, th* first ie that 
Tardieu will present a new 
set 
cdf 
"minimum” French figures for discus­ 
sion by the conference. 
The second is that, lf no five-power 
agreement is arrived at, a triple ar- 
rangemsnt 
between 
Great 
Britain, 
Japan and the United Stataa, to which 
France and Italy may agree In acme 
points, may be reached. 
Such an agreement would include rn 
contingent clause applying to Great 
Britain, who would be permitted to 
extend her building program “if en­ 
dangered by other powers.” 
Signing of such an agreement Im­ 
mediately would ralM the question of 
ratification by the United States sen­ 
ate, and no one Is willing to rlak a 
prediction on that point. 
Hsppler results have been achieved, 
however, regarding the cruiser differ­ 
ences between Japan and the United 
States. 
Dally conferences 
between 
Britain, America and Japan have vir­ 
tually settled the problem revolving 
around Japan’s claims for a 70 per 
ent ratio, the United Press learned 
today. 
This In Itself would pave the way 
for a three-power agreement, provided 
the contingent clause 
demanded

Great Britain is not too severe to be 
swallowed by the United States sen­ 
ate.

ITALY INSISTED UPON A NAVAL 
EQUALITY WITH FRENCH 
DEMANDS

London, March IS.—Refusal of tho 
powers to guarantee France security 
on the seas in return for reduction of 
her naval requirements, and the in- 
sistance of Italy upon naval equality 
with France, were viewed 
today as 
having definitely ended hope of at-* 
taining 
the 
major objects 
of 
the 
London naval conference. 
Foreign Minister Aristide Briand’s 
declaration that he believed the work 
of the conference would be concluded 
next week or at the beginning of the 
following week, together with his an­ 
nouncement that he would return to 
Paris when Premier Andre Tardieu 
takes up the negotiations In London, 
have thrown a pessimistic cloud over 
the conference. 
Briand's announcement that a se­ 
curity pact such as France set up aa 
a bargain in return for reduction of 
her navy was impossible et the pres­ 
ent conference occasioned little sur­ 
prise. 
Throughout the negotiations 
the United States delegation has firm­ 
ly adhered to the stand that America* 
would participate in no such pact, and 
it has been generally understood that 
Great Britain was oppoatd to entering 
Into any Mediterranean treaty based 
on the lines of 
the 
Locarno 
pact, 
which was another primary demand 
of the French delegation. 
Two hopes remain, the first ie that 
Tardieu will present a new 
set 
of 
“minimum” French figures for discus­ 
sion by the conference. 
The second Is that, if no five-power 
agreement is arrived at, a triple ar­ 
rangement 
between 
Great 
Britain, 
Japan and the United States, to which 
France and Italy may agree in S6me 
points, may be reached. 
Such an agreement would Incltodd • 
contingent clause applying to Great 
Britain, who would be permitted to 
extend her building program “lf en­ 
dangered by other powers.” 
Signing of such an agreement im­ 
mediately would raise the question of 
ratification by the United States sen­ 
ate, and no one Is willing to risK a 
prediction on that point. 
Happier results have been achieved, 
however, regarding the cruiser differ­ 
ences between Japan and the United 
States. 
Daily conferences between 
Britain, America and Japan have vir­ 
tually settled the problem revolving 
around Japan’s claims for a 70 per 
cent ratio, the United Press learned 
today. 
This in itself would pave the way 
for a three-power agreement, provided 
the contingent clause 
demanded 
by 
Great Britain is not too severs to he 
swallowed by the United States sen­ 
ate. 


London, March 13—Premier J. Ram­ 
say MacDonald threw all his personal 
influence into an effort to save the 
five-power naval conference today. 
The British spokesman said 
Mac­ 
Donald, sensing a serious crisis, was 
stepping in to do all In his power to 
settle the differences among the dele­ 
gations. 
MacDonald caused postponement of 
the regular dally meeting of the “big 
five” at 4 P. M. to perm it him to hold 
personal conferences with the French 
and Italian leaders. He saw Reijiro 
W akatsuki, chief Japanese delegate, 
during the morning and arranged to 
see Dnio Grandl, the Italian foreign 
minister, at 3 P. M., and Foreign Min­ 
ister Aristide Briand of France at 4 
P. M. 
He made no plans to confer with 
Secretary Henry L. Stimson, since the 
differences 
between

Britain 
and the United States are almost no­ 
thing.
